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Graduation  was  May  20,  1954  at  Fourth  Presbyterian  Church  for  seventy  stu¬ 
dents.  The  usual  festivities  preceeded  the  great  event  —  dinners,  tea,  the  Alumnae 
Tea  and  Style  Show.  Everyone  from  the  graduating  classes  to  the  oldsters  enjoy  the 
tea  and  style  show  and  especially  we  looked  forward  to  Carrie  Belle  McNeill’s 
talk.  This  year  we  were  especially  anticipating  it  since  she  now  considers  herself 
not  as  a  contemporary  but  an  observer  from  the  sidelines.  Since  her  retirement 
colored  her  remarks  we  asked  if  we  might  not  include  it  in  the  News  Letter  —  it 
seemed  to  us  that  it  was  good  medicine  for  all,  whether  they  be  new  graduates  or 
the  oldsters  she  refers  to  — 

"GROW  OLD  ALONG  WITH  ME" 

Rabbi  Ben  Ezra  —  Robert  Browning 

It  warms  my  heart  to  be  speaking  to  you  again  this  year.  It  refreshes  the 
memory  of  years  I  have  looked  forward  with  you,  the  Graduating  Class,  to  the 
future,  to  the  adventures  in  living  and  learning  which  lie  ahead.  In  the  past  it 
has  been  with  the  feeling  of  a  contemporary  that  I  have  spoken,  one  of  you,  eagerly 
cheering  you  on.  Today  I  beckon  across  the  years  since  I  was  truly  one  of  you.  No 
longer  a  contemporary,  I  would  offer  you  more  than  I  could  as  such.  Today  I 
wish  to  recall  to  some  and  introduce  to  others  Robert  Browning’s  RABBI  BEN 
EZRA,  a  poem  I  liked  but  knew  that  I  did  not  entirely  understand  when  I  read 
it  in  freshman  English.  I  had  not  lived  long  enough  then.  Now  it  has  poignant 
meanings  as  well  as  a  real  challenge,  for  I  have  arrived. 

"Grow  old  along  with  me! 

The  best  is  yet  to  be. 

The  last  of  life  for  which  the  first  was  made!’’ 

Lugubriously  we  stress  in  geriatrics  that  along  about  sixty  the  oldster  begins 
to  slow  up  and  cast  back  over  the  years  he  has  traveled.  True.  In  any  life  fully 
lived  there  comes  a  time  for  reflection.  After  the  years  of  high  pressured  living  of 
surmounting  obstacles  and  winning  success,  it  is  high  time  to  set  one’s  house  in 
order,  take  stock,  and  learn  to  savor  those  experiences  which  have  been  by-passed  for 
lack  of  time.  Reflection,  recall  of  past  events  with  understanding,  gives  peace  of 
mind  and  adds  to  wisdom,  but  it  does  take  time  that  has  not  been  allotted  to 

youth. 

May  I  share  a  reflection  or  two  with  you?  Fittingly  the  first  is  of  Helena 
McMillan,  founder  of  our  School  of  Nursing,  who  retired  in  1938,  after  thirty-five 
years  of  outstanding  achievement.  She  is  noted  for  her  contributions  to  nursing 
education  and  professional  advancement.  Not  long  after  her  retirement  one  of  her 
graduates  ran  across  her  in  Marshall  Field’s  in  the  millinery  department  ...  By 
way  of  comment  Miss  McMillan  said,  "I  am  only  just  learning  what  fun  it  is  to 
pick  out  a  hat,  to  be  able  to  deliberate  in  my  choice.  All  these  years  when  a  hat 
was  to  be  bought,  it  had  to  be  done  and  speedily.  There  was  no  time  for  con¬ 
sideration.”  Those  of  you  who  have  not,  glance  at  the  photograph  of  Miss  McMil¬ 
lan  in  the  Alumnae  Office  at  the  residence.  To  me  it  expresses  the  personality 
of  the  woman  who  won  through.  Those  of  you  who  saw  her  at  the  50th  anniversary 
last  year  or  were  fortunate  enough  to  have  heard  her  speak  at  the  banquet,  must 
feel  the  same,  she  is  in  her  eighty-fifth  year. 

My  own  appreciation  of  time  for  reflection  came  with  my  Christmas  cards  this 
past  December.  No  greater  number  but  the  time  to  think  of  each  sender  affection¬ 
ately  in  the  message  she  had  sent,  the  time  to  go  back  and  lead  over  those 
sages  which  had  something  of  special  interest.  It  was  a  rich  experience  for  which 
I  had  never  had  time  before.  I  gained  the  security  of  many  friendships. 
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This  Spring,  despite  its  ups  and  downs  of  temperature  and  variety  of  rain  and 
snow,  will  stand  second  only  to  the  apple  blossom  time  in  southern  Illinois  in 
my  teens.  I  have  had  time  to  grow  with  trees,  grass  and  flowers,  and  watch  with 
pride  my  own  tulip  bed  come  to  bloom. 

Reflections?  I  think  that  Browning  had  something  of  this  in  mind  when  he  says 
further  — 

“Then  welcome  each  rebuff 

That  turns  earth’s  smoothness  rough 

Each  sting  that  bids  nor  sit,  not  stand,  but  go!” 

and  later  — 

“What  I  aspired  to  be. 

And  was  not,  comforts  me.” 

A  ruminating  sort  of  life  so  you  say?  There  is  a  lot  more  to  it  than  that. 
Living  is  learning  and  each  individual  sets  his  own  limitations.  We  cannot  all 
be  Grandma  Moses  or  Mrs.  Gilbraith,  but  we  can  set  a  pattern  for  ourselves  that 
yields  satisfaction  and  happiness.  Shall  I  tell  you  something  of  mine?  My  art  and 
skill  as  a  housewife  has  long  been  neglected  and  times  have  changed.  I  have  had 
to  learn  marketing  at  a  Super  Market  where  children  abound  in  noise  and  activity 
I  have  hunted  blindly  for  what  I  have  wanted.  There  have  been  times  I  could  have 
cried  with  frustration.  I  can  now  do  a  week’s  shopping  at  once,  without  list,  in 
record  time  with  my  grandson  of  two  years  hitching  a  ride  on  my  cart  and  clear¬ 
ing  corners  on  two  wheels  without  collision.  That  is  not  funny.  I  am  proud  of  it. 

I  am  now  become  a  good  laundress  and  a  good  cook.  My  husband  has  twelve 
pounds  to  attest  the  latter.  As  I  have  become  proficient  in  housewifery,  I  have 
released  more  time  for  things  I  like  better.  At  the  moment  my  husband  and  I 
are  bending  backs  and  knees  at  our  first  venture  in  gardening.  The  yard  is  an  in¬ 
vitation  and  spring  a  challenge.  Fortunately  it  is  an  untried  field  for  both  of  us. 
Advice  can  be  exchanged  with  no  hard  feeling  and  we  can  always  see  what  the 
book  says. 

We  are  gradually  becoming  members  of  our  new  community  which  is  largely  a 
younger  group  with  young  children  but  irrespective  of  age,  I  know  of  nothing 
better  in  bringing  neighbors  together  than  yards,  gardens  and  kids.  My  only  diffi¬ 
culty  at  first  was  in  remaining  non-partisan  when  altercations  arose  between  kids 
within  range  of  eye  or  ear.  Now  I  am  more  objective.  I  mind  my  own  business. 

Last  and  most  important,  I  am  learning  “what  is  it,  a  grandmother”.  I  am 
sure  they  are  made  not  born  and  I  am  working  hard  to  qualify.  It  requires  among 
other  things,  cookies  in  the  kitchen,  baby-sitting  on  call  and  infinite  patience.  Times 
are,  I  am  hopeful. 

“The  last  of  life  for  which  the  first  was  made”  can  be  rich  in  life  and  learn¬ 
ing,  every  day  learning,  open  to  all  at  some  level.  It  may  not  have  the  starry  eyed 
expectancy  of  the  young  graduate,  but  there  is  always  some  small  world  to  conquer. 

And  finally,  with  thanks  to  Robert  Browning  — 

“Our  times  are  in  His  hand 
Who  saith,  “A  whole  I  planned. 

Youth  show  but  half,  trust  God,  see  all,  nor  be  afraid.”

A  ruminating  sort  of  life  so  you  say?  There  is  a  lot  more  to  it  than  that. 
Living  is  learning  and  each  individual  sets  his  own  limitations.  We  cannot  all 
be  Grandma  Moses  or  Mrs.  Gilbraith,  but  we  can  set  a  pattern  for  ourselves  that 
yields  satisfaction  and  happiness.  Shall  I  tell  you  something  of  mine?  My  art  and 
skill  as  a  housewife  has  long  been  neglected  and  times  have  changed.  I  have  had 
to  learn  marketing  at  a  Super  Market  where  children  abound  in  noise  and  activity 
I  have  hunted  blindly  for  what  I  have  wanted.  There  have  been  times  I  could  have 
cried  with  frustration.  I  can  now  do  a  week’s  shopping  at  once,  without  list,  in 
record  time  with  my  grandson  of  two  years  hitching  a  ride  on  my  cart  and  clear¬ 
ing  corners  on  two  wheels  without  collision.  That  is  not  funny.  I  am  proud  of  it. 

I  am  now  become  a  good  laundress  and  a  good  cook.  My  husband  has  twelve 
pounds  to  attest  the  latter.  As  I  have  become  proficient  in  housewifery,  I  have 
released  more  time  for  things  I  like  better.  At  the  moment  my  husband  and  I 
are  bending  backs  and  knees  at  our  first  venture  in  gardening.  The  yard  is  an  in¬ 
vitation  and  spring  a  challenge.  Fortunately  it  is  an  untried  field  for  both  of  us. 
Advice  can  be  exchanged  with  no  hard  feeling  and  we  can  always  see  what  the 
book  says. 

We  are  gradually  becoming  members  of  our  new  community  which  is  largely  a 
younger  group  with  young  children  but  irrespective  of  age,  I  know  of  nothing 
better  in  bringing  neighbors  together  than  yards,  gardens  and  kids.  My  only  diffi¬ 
culty  at  first  was  in  remaining  non-partisan  when  altercations  arose  between  kids 
within  range  of  eye  or  ear.  Now  I  am  more  objective.  I  mind  my  own  business. 

Last  and  most  important,  I  am  learning  “what  is  it,  a  grandmother”.  I  am 
sure  they  are  made  not  born  and  I  am  working  hard  to  qualify.  It  requires  among 
other  things,  cookies  in  the  kitchen,  baby-sitting  on  call  and  infinite  patience.  Times 
are,  I  am  hopeful. 

“The  last  of  life  for  which  the  first  was  made”  can  be  rich  in  life  and  learn¬ 
ing,  every  day  learning,  open  to  all  at  some  level.  It  may  not  have  the  starry  eyed 
expectancy  of  the  young  graduate,  but  there  is  always  some  small  world  to  conquer. 

And  finally,  with  thanks  to  Robert  Browning  — 

“Our  times  are  in  His  hand 
Who  saith,  “A  whole  I  planned. 

Youth  show  but  half,  trust  God,  see  all,  nor  be  afraid.”

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For  the  benefit  of  those  who  do  not  have  the 
opportunity  to  read  the  Annual  Report  of  Pres¬ 
byterian  Hospital  we  have  “lifted”  some  of  the 
reports,  especially  Miss  Melby’s  on  Nursing  and 
parts  of  Dr.  Klicka’s  as  Director. 

NURSING  by  Sylvia  Melby,  R.N. 

In  reporting  on  nursing  in  a  hospital  with  a 
school  of  nursing,  there  are  always  two  aspects 
to  be  reviewed.  Nursing  Service  and  Nursing 
Education.  Yet  the  correlation  is  so  close  that 
the  two  become  one. 

Presbyterian  Hospital  is  a  teaching  hospital 
and  in  this  pattern  belongs  “The  School  of 
Nursing”.  The  strong  educational  principles  on 
which  the  School  was  founded  must  be  kept  as 
its  highest  objective. 

Just  as  the  hospital  has  its  accrediting  agencies, 
so  the  school  of  nursing  has  the  National  Nurs¬ 
ing  Accrediting  Service  of  the  National  League 
for  Nursing.  The  Association  re-surveyed  the 
School  in  April  1954,  for  the  first  time  since  it 
received  National  Accreditation  in  1942,  and  it 
was  fully  approved  again.  In  the  report  which 
was  received  in  June,  there  are  recommendations 
for  further  study  and  improvements.  Preparing 
material  for  the  survey  proved  an  impetus  to  the 
interest  and  growth  of  faculty  members. 

The  faculty  met  weekly  during  the  school  year 
to  evaluate  the  curriculum.  Course  content  was 
studied  for  the  purpose  of  eliminating  repetition 
of  subject  matter,  reducing  the  total  hours  of 
class  room  teaching,  and  strengthening  the  pro¬ 
gram  of  teaching  on-the-wards.  Much  of  the  sub¬ 
ject  material  taught  as  separate  units  has  been 
integrated  into  larger  units  of  material  where 
it  naturally  falls  and  makes  for  better  learning. 

The  school  library  under  a  full  time  registered 
librarian  has  been  re-catalogued  under  the 
Dewey  system.  More  than  $600  (largely  gift 
money)  has  been  spent  in  adding  approximately 
250  professional  volumes  and  75  books  for  recrea¬ 
tional  reading.  The  Alumnae  Association  has 
contributed  $200  for  improving  the  ward 
libraries.  A  generous  gift  from  the  class  of  1927 
made  possible  the  purchase  of  a  new  motion 
picture  projector. 

Our  affiliation  with  the  University  of  Illinois’ 
course  in  nursing  was  discontinued  in  November 
1953,  and  with  the  several  colleges  in  February 
1954  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  State 
Board  of  Nurse  Examiners,  due  to  the  fact  that 
the  degree  obtained  in  these  programs  was  not 
meeting  the  requirements  of  strong  educational 
programs.  The  University  of  Illinois  is  ottering 
a  revised  four  year  course  in  nursing  which. is  to 
begin  this  fall. 

Many  applicants  seeking  admission  to  Presby¬ 
terian  Hospital  for  its  course  in  nursing,  inquire 
about  a  degree  program  assuming  that  a  hospital 
of  this  size  and  a  school  with  its  reputation 
would  have  such  a  program.  Because  the  trend 
and  demand  for  educationally  sound  degree 


programs  in  nursing,  plans  for  the  future 
growth  and  development  of  the  School  of  Nurs¬ 
ing  must  be  carefully  studied. 

The  student  enrollment  has  averaged  272.  Of 
the  90  students  admitted  in  September  1953, 
and  the  21  admitted  in  March  1954,  101  were 
“capped”  after  the  six  months  preclinical  period. 
Due  to  shrinking  enrollments  in  the  spring 
classes,  only  one  class  will  be  admitted  hereafter, 
in  September.  This  will  enable  the  school  to 
operate  on  a  semester  basis  and  thus  provide  a 
better  spread  of  class  hours.  When  spring  classes 
still  enrolled  have  graduated,  the  number  of 
students  now  admitted  in  two  classes  can  be 
admitted  in  the  one  fall  class. 

Two  years  of  living  in  the  Residence  have 
eased  occupants  and  social  events  into  a  much 
smoother  routine.  The  two  elevators  were  ad¬ 
justed  so  that  they  do  not  go  to  the  basement 
after  10:00  p.m.,  thus  eliminating  the  necessity 
for  having  attendants  stationed  below  first  floor. 
The  laying  of  a  parquet-like  flooring  on  the 
sun  deck  solved  the  problem  of  melting  tar 
getting  on  clothing  and  roof  furnishings.  The 
Woman’s  Board  provided  the  funds  and  pur¬ 
chased  new  mats  for  sun-bathing,  and  purchased 
the  attractive  red-wood  furniture  for  the  patio— 
the  sunken  garden  outside  the  dining  room. 
Landscaping  this  area  and  the  court  between  the 
Residence  and  the  new  apartment  building  for 
professional  personnel,  called  Kidston  House, 
has  added  beauty  and  enjoyment  for  residents 
of  both  buildings.  The  two  new  tennis  courts 
just  across  Hermitage  are  used  by  residents  of 
both  buildings.  The  popularity  of  the  comfort¬ 
able  Kidston  House  apartments  its  evidenced  by 
its  waiting  list. 

On  the  service  side,  better  staffing  and  reor¬ 
ganization  toward  “team-nursing”  have  benefit- 
ted  patients.  The  purpose  of  team-nursing  is  to 
have  all  nursing  personnel  share  in  and  con¬ 
tribute  to  the  planning,  giving,  and  evaluating 
of  nursing  care.

This  report  gives  me  the  opportunity  to  ex¬ 
press  my  deep  appreciation  to  the  Board  of 
Managers  of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital  for  my 
appointment  as  Director  of  this  great  Hospital 
.  .  .  The  Presbyterian  Hospital  is  passing  through 
a  transition.  It  developed  as  a  community  hos¬ 
pital,  primarily  serving  the  needs  of  the  citizens 
of  Chicago.  Today,  and  in  the  future  this  service 
will  continue  as  its  primary  function  but  it  has 
become  apparent  to  all  of  us  that  increasingly 
the  Hospital  is  becoming  a  medical  center  .  .  . 
The  concentration  of  professional  talent  at  the 
Presbyterian  Hospital  makes  it  possible  to  treat 
any  and  every  known  disease.  It  is  only  fitting 
and  proper  that  we  fill  this  role  as  the  only 
private,  charitable  hospital  in  the  great  West 
Side  Medical  Center.  The  Hospital  traditionally 
has  been  a  “teaching  hospital”.  Greater  and 
greater  emphasis  is  now  being  placed  on  this 
function  with  the  appointment  of  geographic 
full-time  physicians  as  chairmen  of  the  larger 
departments  of  the  Hospital,  and  an  expanded 
research  program. 

Professionally  we  are  well  established  physi¬ 
cally  we  are  not.  But  steps  are  being  taken  to 
rectify  this.  Plans  are  rapidly  being  prepared 
for  a  new  wing  providing  one  hundred  addi¬ 
tional  private  rooms.  The  present  hospital  will 
be  renovated,  and  in  the  process  many  large 
private  rooms  will  be  converted  into  two  bed 
rooms.  A  new  pharmacy  will  be  built  and  more 
conveniently  located.  A  new  kitchen  and  cafe¬ 
teria  will  be  constructed.  The  laundry  will  be 
enlarged  and  further  modernized.  The  X-ray 
Department  will  be  relocated  and  enlarged.  The 
operating  suite  will  be  enlarged  and  a  new 
recovery  room  will  be  added.  A  modern  central 
service  will  be  installed.  For  many  years  the 
Hospital  operated  an  out-patient  service  for 
the  marginal  income  group  known  as  the  “Staff 
Clinic.”  This  is  not  to  be  confused  with  the  large 
“Central  Free  Dispensary”,  the  out-patient  serv¬ 
ice  for  the  indigent.  The  “Staff  Cline”  under  a 
new  title  “The  Benjamin  Rush  Clinic”  will  be 
enlarged  and  developed  to  serve  all  persons  who 
wish  out-patient  services  associated  with  a  hos¬ 
pital.  The  primary  function  of  the  clinic  will 
be  diagnostic,  providing  a  service  to  physicians 
who  will  refer  patients  to  it,  and  to  industries 
who  wish  to  set  up  “executive  Health  Programs.” 
Finally  it  is  proposed  to  erect  a  physicians’ 
ofiice  building  adjacent  to  the  new  wing.  The 
important  change  in  the  general  housekeeping 
of  the  Hospital  was  the  replacement  of  eighty- 
five  old  beds  with  modern  Simmons  All  Purpose 
Beds.
